GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Feztow-Ciriwens oF THE SENATE 
AND House or REPRESENTATIVES; i 
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I congratulatė you, gentlemen, on your safe arrival at the place desig? 
` nated for the performance of your labours. ` ' 
Although the events of the past season, connected with the interest and 
prosperity of our constituents, do not present to us so flattering a prospect 
as that of former years, yet the circumstances under which we have assem- 
‘bled, to enter upon the discharge of our respective duties, demand our 
humble and grateful acknowledgments to Him who rules over and guides 
the destiniés of man, for the numerous blessings which, inthe dispensa- 
tion of His divine providence, we are permitted to enjoy. But few of our 
‘fellow-citizens have fallen victims to the discases incident to the climate; 
| -the products of the soil have abundantly rewarded the labours of the 
` famfer; every branch of industry, unrestrained by monopoly, and protect- 
ed by wholesome and just laws, is in a flourishing condition, and nothing 
' i wanting but a steady perseverance in habits of industry, accompanied 
' hy a system of economy adapted to the times, not only to shield each in- 
|’ dividual from the terrors of want, but to produce an abundant supply of 
all the necessary comforts of life; and we find ourselves in the peaceable 
enjoyment of life, liberty and prosperity, in a degree not surpassed by any 
other people inhabiting the terrestrial globe; thus highly favoured of Hea- 
ven, we cannot too much appreciate the happiness of our condition. 
In the organization of a well regulated community, there is no trust 
‘more difficult and important than the powers of legislation; to provide by 
law for the government ofsociety ; to revise and correct those laws already 
in force, so as to protect each individual member of the community in the > ` 
full enjoyment of those rights guaranteed to us by our Constitution, of life, $ 
iberty, property and the religion our own conscience may approve; to pro- 
mote and advance the general welfare of the state, are subjects sufficiently 
important and interesting, to call forth the best energies of the mind, 
These high powers are confided to you, as the representatives of the people 
of this State, and evgry confidence is felt, that you will exercise them with 
firmness, deliberation, and solely with a view to promote the welfare and 
happiness of your constituents. , , 
i Itis my duty to lay before you such information as I may bein possession 
$ Of, relative to the affairs of the government, and submit to you such subjects 
as ın my judgment may require your consideration. 
_The situation of the revenue, and the expenditure of the year, will be 
, disclosed to you by the report of the Auditor of Public Accounts, which is 
_ herewith transmitted. ‘The balance in the Treasury on the 9th day of Ja- 
: Ruary last, amounted to 26,662 dollars 82 1-4 cents, since which time 
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\tliere has been received, from various sources, the additional sum of 30,6i¢ 
‘Pollars 04 1-2 cents, making the aggregate amount of 57,220 dollars 86 1.9 
kents, The sums audited since that time amount to 48,386 dollars 95 3.4 
cents; which show a balance in the Treasury on the 31st day of December, 
lof 8,833 dollars 90.3-4 cents. It is a source of much gratification that, not- 
rwithstanding the véry considerable reduction of taxation in the year 1827, 
the condition ofthe Treasury still continues to improve, and flatters us with 
“the hope that we may, annually, sparea part of the revenue to the promotiog 
:of such objects as will contribute to the aggrandizement of our State. \ 
‘Jn pursuance of an act of the General Assembly, passed 4th of February, 
,1829, organizing a Board of Internal Improvement, Stephen Duncan, Esq, 
[was appointed an agent on the partof the State, to negotiate for the loan 
¡contemplated by said act, whose talents, indefatigable perseverance and’ 
‚standing in society, eminently qualified him for the trust, and justified the 
‘opinion that, if practicable, the loan would be effected. at the lowest rate of 
interest; but, I regret to say, that the negotiation has failed, in consequence 
“ef the provisions of the act not being satisfactory to money holders, The 
Eastern Capitalists, from whom alone we can expect to obtain the loan, are 
wnwilling to dispose of their funds, at so great a distance, without a stipula- 
tion for the payment of the interest and redemption of the principal in 
their own city, secured tg an ample. pledge within their reach. ‘The rate 
fof interest is not objected to, neither does it appear that an increase of 
‘the amount, or extension of the time, would form any barrier.to the nego- 
tiation, provided the arrangement for the payment of the interest, redemption 
pf the principal and indemnity, was satisfactory. I transmit to the General 
Assembly a copy of the correspondence, together with a rough draft (made ` 
put by the Agent) of such amendments to the law, as appear to be necéssary 
in order to effect the loan, should it be deemed politic to make further ef 
forts to obtain it. But as an introduction of a Branch of the United 
States Bank is evidently desired by many of our fellow-citizens inhabiting 
the western part of the state, and efforts making to procure it, should the 
General Assembly deem it expedient to further their views in relation to 
this subject, the design of the loan being an investment in bank stock, it 
‘cannot be an object with the State to prosecute it further. In my mes- 
‘sage of 1828, I submitted to the General Assembly my views with regard 
" to this Institution, as relating to matters of general policy, which, as yet, 
are unchanged. That a Branch of the United States Bank would promote 

' the interests of many individuals, I have no doubt. But whether this would 

` not be counterbalanced by; its effects on the general interest of the State— 
whether by its influence over our own various bankinginstitutions, a dimi» 

- nution rather than an increase of circulating medium or a depreciated paper 
currency, would not be the inevitable consequence; whether we should not 
with cautioh invite into our State an institution over which we can exercise 

“no control, and which we cannot remove, no matter what may be its mis- 
‘chievous cohsequences,are questions which it is your province to determine, 

and require your mature deliberation. i ow 
' It is a duty incumbent on us to endeavor to profit by the fatal experience 
(of other Statés,in relation to their monied institutions; and whatever course 
‘may be adopted to relieve our fellow-citizens from their pecuniary embar- 
‘gassments, which the depression of the value of our only article of produce 
‘for exportation, would seem to threaten. We should endeayor both: by precept 
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pmd example, to press:tipon them the necessity of a rigid system of econo» 
yas the only effectual means of avoiding the shock. z 
A debt created by borrowing money, to obtain relief from present em- 
parrassment, without observing such a system, returns upon the borrower 
yhen heis legs able to pay, and involves him in inevitable ruin. 
| The boad of Internal’ Improvement, have performed the duties assigned 
‘them, by an examination of the water courses susceptible of being made 
| navigable, and the principal roads leading to the commercial towns. Their” 
| yeport is herewith transmitted for your consideration. 
| "In taking a view of the limited situation of the State funds, that couf 
' þe spared-at this time, for purposes of internal improvement, compared with 
+ the variety of objects, I feel disposed to recommend the granting of char- 
` ters to companies, (except on such streams as 4lready afford an imperfect navi- 
‘ gation, the exacting of toll on which: is prohibited by our ordinance,) the 
| State taking so much of the stock as her resources will justify, as the only 
; pfe policy.. When the object to be effected is equal to the meang required 
t to accomplish it, the stack will be readily subscribed for, by such citizens 
‘48 are immediately interested; when it is not, no economist would say the 
, work should be undertaken. By this course the burthen will fall on those 
! who receive the benefits, and the State saved from a vast and perhaps use- 
' Jess expenditure, and.avoid adebt, to meet which, would requite a resort 
. to direct taxation. 
. _In pursuance of a resolution of the last session of the General Assembly, 
Messrs, Peter A.. Vandorn, William Dowsing and James Y. McNabb, were ap- 
pointed agents, to devise a plan fora general system of education.

. bnder the superintendence of gentlemen, of whose success, from their well 
. @stablished reputation for science and experience as professors, and high 
, Standing in society, we are induced ta entertain the most flattering 
| prospects, l . 
The act of the last session of the General Assembly, extending the pro- 
fection of the State to our -fellow-citizens residing within the Indian 
Territory, will require some amendments, to provide more effectually for 
. *nforcing the laws, and the punishment of such persons not citizens, who 
may have the hardihood to resist them, The acknowledgment on the part: 
of the General Goveriment,* of the right of the States to exercise an wm- 
‘fimited sovereignty ovet all territéry within their chartered limits, is a 
Source of much gratification, and at once puts at rest the question which 
į Portended much difficulty between many of the States, our own amongst 
; thé number, and their Indian population. Whenever the General Assembly 
imay deem it expedient to provide by law, for the exercise of this power 
over the Indians residing within the Siate, they at the same time incur 
the obligation to pass laws for their government and protection in the en- 
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. to abolish the authority which their Chiefs or rulers exercise over them 
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joyment of their rights and privileges. If weare to consider this unfor 
tunate race of the human family as persons who are incapable of taking 
care of; and providing for themselves, and consequently claiming our pro- 
tection, we should not hesiiatein extending to them the fostering hand of 
the Government. However, in bringing them under the laws of the State 
at this time, many obstacles present themselves, It would be necessary 
otherwise their power would conflict with that of the State; this could not 
with propriety be done, withoutian adequate provision on the part of the 
State; to which the want of such persons resident amongst them, as are 


capable of dispensing the laws, present an almost insuperable difficulty, 


The extension of the laws of the State to the Indians will be received by 
them with feelings of jealousy and distrust, from the opinion that such a 
measure was adopted with a view to harrass,and thereby coerce them fo 
remove, This opinion, however unjust and prejudicial to the honor of the 
State of Mississippi, nevertheless is natural tothe Indian, Should the, 
Congress of the United States, in their wisdom and benevolence, designate 
a section of country without the limits of any State or Territory, for 
the reception of such Indians as may think proper to remove, and 1¢- 
serving a suitable portion of land for those that choose to remain, pro- 
vide for thedisposal of the waste and unappropriated lands, which have 
ceased to be of use to the savage from the absence of game, our white 
poptlation will soon become interspersed with the Indians, and these 
difficulties removed. 

An act passed at the last session of the Legislature of the State of 
Louisiana, relative to the introduction of slaves into that State, together 
with a resolution requesting the same to be laid before the General Assem- 


-bly of this State, for their consideration, and the adoption of similar pro- 


visions recommended, have been received from his Excellency the Go- — 
vernor of that State. In my message of 1828, I submitted to the Legs- | 
lature my views as to the expediency of prohibiting the importation of | 
slaves into this States, for purposes of traffic; this law of the State of ° 
Louisiana, however, does not appear to have in contemplation this object, 
but to guard against the introduction of such slaves only as are of bad 


` moral character, a similar provision to which is already incorporated amongst 


our statutes. Resolutions have been received from the State of Indiana, on 
the subject of her exclusive right of soil and eminent domain, of all the 
unappropriated land within her acknowledged boundaries. From the State 
of Louisiana, proposing to amend the Constitution of' the United States, 
so as to extend the term for which the President and Vice President 
of the United States shall be elected, to six years, and that the Prest 


. dent shall not be ineligible afterwards. From the State of Missouri,

release on her part, of the state of Mississippi from all claim or claims 
whatever, growing out of such separation, has been received, which closes 
the accounts between the two States. 

In compliance witha resolution of the last session of the General Assem- 
bly, {have addressed two separate communications to the Governor of the 
i State of ‘Tennessee, on the subject of the boundary line between this 
i State and the State of Tennessee, to which, I'regret to sayl have re- 
‘ceived no answer. T cannot, however, eritertain a doubt, but that his 
 Txcellency has laid them before the Legislature ofthat State; and Lope 
' before the close of the session, I may be able to lay before you the reSult 
; of their deliberations. 

In compliance withe resolution of the General Assembly, passed Feb- 
‘mary 5th, 1829, two hundred copies of Scott’s Infanty Tactics have been 
procured. By an act of.the last session of Congress, sixty thousand 
copies of Infantry, and five hundred .of Artillery Tactics are required 
‘tobe printed dnd distributed amongst the several States; the number, 
i to which the State of Mississippi will be entitled, together with the two 
: hundred copies already purchased, will be amply sufficient for the use of 
‘the militia ot this State. ‘The Honorable John A. Qpitman, who was 
‘ requested by a resolution of the last session, to revise the militia laws of 
` this State, has reported a system, which, is herewith transmitted for your 
‚consideration. 

During the past year, there has been invested in the stock of the Bank 
of Mississippi, for the use and benefit of the literary fund, -6,200 dollars, 
which increases this stock to 25,600 dollars; this sum added to'896 dol- 
‘lars and 45 cents, on loan at interest, shews the amount of the literary 
fund 26,496 dollars and 45 cents. 

The contingent expences of the Executive Department, from the first day ` 
of January last, up to the present time, amount to 1507 dollars and 22 
1-2 cents, showing a deficit ofseven dollars and 22 1-2 cents; the vouch- 
ers will be deposited in the Auditor’s Office, for the inspection of your 
committee of accounts. The amount of the appropriation is amply sufficient 
to meet the ordinary contingent expences of the Department; but the ap- 
prehending of fugitives from justice being paid out of this fund, when they 
occur, it is found insufficient, 

Since the adjournment the last session of the Legislature, there has 
been received from the Treasury ofthe United States, three thousand nme 
hundred and five dollars and eighty-six cents, on account of the three per 
sent, on, the sales of public lands within this State; which sum has been 
= E ihe Treasury, subject to the disposition of the-General As- 
sembly. : 
The last apportionment of Senators and Representatives in the General 
Assembly, having been made in the year 1826, in conformity to the 9th 
section of the 3d article of the Constitution, it will be incimbent on the 
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TETE daring the session, to provide bylaw, for taking the census ot 
the State. 
Hoping thet harmony may prevail and a congeniality of feeling mak 
your deliberation, I tender you my cordial co-operation in all measures 
aaa to promote the general welfare.

and bumane feelings, by which the Legislature of our sister State was ac- 
{uated in making an appropriation for the erection of an Hospital, at that 
pont on the Mississippi. 

The private and individual feelings of the committee are warmly in’ favor 
of making an appropriation for so valuablea purpose; but in consequence 
of the state of our finances, the pecuniary embarrassments of our State, and 
the many charitable and other objects within our limits, which call aloud for 
legislative interferences and appropriation of more funds than is commensu- 
zte with our means, the committee deem it inexpedient, at this time, for the 
legislature to make any appropriation in favor of erecting the Hospital 
contemplated by the State of Tennessee,

Mr. New, from the committee to whom was referréd so much of the 
Governor’s message as relates to the subject of Internal Improvement, 
made the following report: 

‘The committee to;whom was referred so much of the Governor's mies- 
sage as relates to the subject of Internal Improvement with the aecom- 
panying documents, have had the same under consideration and. beg leave. 
to report— 

That viewing the subject in all its relations as of the highest magni- 
tude to`the present and future interest and prosperity of the State, your 
committee have given it that attention and consideration commensurate. 
with that enlarged policy which should ‘govern a growing and intelligent 
people, In disclosing the views of the,committee, and giving a cursory 
detail of the mostimportant documents Taid before them on this subject, 
they are compelled to take a wider range, and trespass longer on the in- 
dulgence of the House, than under other circumsfances would seem to 
hè necessary. An act passed at the last session of the Legislature, or-- 
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ganizing a ‘board of Internal Improvement; the board to consist of thyés 
persons, one from the Northern, one from the Eastern and one from the 
“Western: section of the State—the Goverñor being; ex officio, ‘President 
of the board. That act provided that it shall be the duty of said board, : 
te cause to be examined and surveyed, al} the riversthat can be made 
navigable, and all the main leading roads from the jnterior to cor- 
meéreial points.» It was further made the duty of the commissioners, to 
report the result of such survey and examination to the present session 
of the General Assembly, In compliance with the provisions of that 
act, the commissioners have made detailed reports, which evince ‘the 
highest degree of industry, intelligence and perseverance, in carrying 
into effect the intention of the Legislature on , this, highly, important 
bratich of our domestic policy, Your commiftee would ask leave-to sum 
up the errors of each in as few words aa thie importance: and interest <of 
the sgbject will admit. The report of Mr. Lynch, the commissioner fof 
the Eastern district of the State, is a document of great value and seems 
to have beer the result of much reflection and investigation. - In order 
te acquire all the practical information on this subject, which could be 
‘afforded by those States. who have had years of experience on ‘this sub- 
ject, he opened a correspondence with the. Executives of Georgia and 
uth Carolina, and altheugh the information obtained from those sources . 
was not satisfactory, yet they afforded information’ which may hereafter 
be of practical utility to the State, N o h 
Mr. Lynch, in conjuction with a civi engineer authorized to be appoint 
ed under the act of 1829, examined and surveyed. the following streami 
viz: Pearl, Leafe and Chickasawhay Rivers, -and find the following to be 
the result of such examination—that those’ streains are not susceptible of 
practical navigation for steam boats for fnore than six months in the year; 
‘but for that period, are capable of being made safe for steam-boats of 
pretty large burthen. The estimated distance on Pearl River from the: 
Southern extreme of Rankin County to tide water, is 450 miles;.and the 
amount necessary to make it a safe and valyable, navigation, $14,460. 

_ The estimated distance on Leaf River from Monroe, Perry County, te 
iis junction with Chickasawhay, is 137 miles and the estimated expense 
for the same, $3,425. k E 

shickasawhay is estimated at 165 miles and the expense at $3,300; 
making an aggregate for those three streams the sum of $21,185. ` °> 
. Thereport of Mr. Penquite embraces a large-extent of country, and 
streams of great and growing importance, ina commereial point of view; 
it is therefore a document of great interest with the statesman and po~ 
litieal economist, -o . 
Mr. Penquite (also accompanied by a civil engiteer,) ‘surveyed and’ €x- 
amined the the following streams and gives the subjoined estimates, vIZ>- 
‘The Big Black River from the mouth to Williams’ Ferry, nedr- the 
present Choctaw boundary, is 290 miles, and the éstimated expense. 16 
$12,530. . 7 , : sy, 
$ It is the opinion ef the commissioner and engjneer, that this stream 1s 
perfectly susceptible of being made navigable for steam-boats of: an or- 
dinary size six months in the year and for keel-boats 9 months. 
The next point examined was the Yazoo with some of its tributary-

/pense, $5,208, That improvements could-he made an that river so ag to 
make-it safe for steam-boat navigation’ for from four to six months in the 
year, from Columbus'to CottonGin Port, ~ 
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The last stream examined by Mr. Penquite was Pearl River, from near 
the Choctaw line to J ackson—the distance computed at 89 miles and the 
expense at-$3,241. This part of the river he thinks only susceptible 
of being made navigable for keel-boats. i 
The report of Mr. Gteen, the commissioner for the Western district, 
having fewer streamS to examine and survey than the others, directed hit 
attention more particularly to roads, bridges and causeways, and his fe- 
port is consequently niote vague and less satisfactory than the other two; 
it is, however, fraught with a good deal of practical information, In higexam- 
ination of the roads, diverging in various directions from Natchez, with 
the bridges, causeways, opening new, and placing in.a state of repair the 
roads nowtin use, he has estimated at $9,800. oS cs 
So far as he has given an opinion as to the cost of opening the Home- 
chitto, itis between 2 and $3000, say $2,500; making an aggregate of 
$12;300. The whole amount thereupon, from the’ data, thus furnished, 
which would be required to place the State in a very cominanding atti- 
tude, inacommercial and agriculturat point of view, is only $64,464; asum 
‘which may be looked úponas inconsiderble, compared fo the advantages 
which may result from its jidiciovs application to ihe purposes contem- 
plated. That these estim ates may not be strictly correct is true, yet fiom 
‘the character and standing of the gentlemen who gave their-personal at- 
tention to the examination, and who have furnished the reports, it is fair 
to infer that great reliance may be placed on the calculation, and that the 
Atate would be justified in making every effort to relieve her citizens from 
the heavy tax which they at present incurfpwing to the danger and diffi- 
culty of transporting her products to magket. . 
, The act above cited, further directs that the commissioners shail, after 
Making their estimates and calculations, give their views as to the prot 
piety of adopting the contract system, or slave labor, the property of the 
State, for the purpose of, carrying into operation a uniform and perma- 
nont plan of Internal Improvement. 


On this subject your. committee regret to find that there is-a discre: , 
Fancy of opinion. Oné of the commissioners giving a decided preference 
to slavé labor, the property of the'State the other two giving it as their 
Opinion that the contract system, is the most ‘advantageous. - They, 
however, have recommended another course to the exclusion of both those 
Modes, as better calculated to subserve the interest of the State, as 
thore economical and as more-permanent in its operations, viz: The in- 
corporation of companies and by lottery, To this part.of the subject, 
your committee haye bent the whole. of their investigations and inquiries, 
_ 48 upon a decision on.the part of ‘the State which plan should be adopted, 
Must depend in a great degree successful results. : 
` With respect to the last suggestioti-of corporate companies and _lot- 
Aeties,, your committee deem it altogether inexpedient, as tending 
jit-a very eminent degree, to a Spirit of cupidity and. speculation, as fet- 
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tering the energies and industry, of: the pepple, and as imposing restraints 
on the free intercoursé:throughont thé various sections of the country, 
totally inconsistent: with our free institiitions; for ari. indefinite period to 
eome; nor do the committee deem the Staté compelled, from her present 
unembarrassed situation, her increasing commercial and -agricultural ad- 
vantages, at all to resort to means so adverse to the fundamental princi- 
ples of free‘and unrestricted intercourse. ‘As for the argument (and the 
principal one) offered by the advocates of this plan, Messrs. Green and 
Penquite, and further sustained by the recommendation of his Excellency, 
‘the Goyernor, that it is calculated to remove sectional jealousies, the 
committee consider it far from being conclusive; by its unequal oper- 
tion, that reciprocity would be destroyed upon which .depends the amal- 
gamation and unity of the different sections of ‘thé State. 

: With regard to the plan proposed, or rather preferred by a majority of 
the commissioners, the adoption of the contract system, the committee 
deem it less objectionable than the foregoing; but by.’ far more so than 
the mode recommended by Mr. Lynch, to carry into effect the improve- 
‘ment contemplated by means of slave labor, the property of the Staté, 
Mr. Lyneh has entered into an elaborate argument on the .comparative 
advantages anid disadvantages of the two plans, To recapitulate the argu- 

_ments of that gentleman, orto add those which have suggested to the 
minds of fhe commitiee, would swell this report to too great a length; we 
beg leave, however, to subjoin an extract from that report, offering some 
facts in corroboration of the opinion advanced. He says “ we have had 
some experience on this (Pearl) river, and ‘as far as it goes, it is altogether 
against the contract sstem. The several captains of steam-boats, as,well 
as those'of a different description that have navigated the river, as far as 
{ have had an opportunity of consulting them, all agree that the great- 
est risk how encountered, has been occasioned by the incomplete manner 
in which the work under formér’contracts was done. The primary object 
in the contemplated improvem@&ts, and which ought not to be lost: sight 
of, must be to insure‘an easy, safe and cheap transportation of the pro- 
ducts of the soil to market. ‘This! is the grand purpose to which all 
minor considerations must yield, and the means should be adapted to the 
end. Under this view of the subject, I assume the fact, that the 
work must be better done by slave labor, .the’ property of the State.” 
Viewing then the whole ground and conceiving that the State should de- 

` Jay no longer to develope her resources, by adopting a fixed and perma’ 
nent: plan of Internal Improvement, your committee would give 4 de- 
cided preference ,to slaye ‘labor, the’property of the State, ‘as being de- 

_cidedly the most economieal, more expeditious, and combining altogether 
more advantages than either of the other plans proposed. Your committee 
would recommend tliat those streams which are considered of most 1m- 
portance ina commercial point of view, and which require working’ on 
to make them safe navigation, be closed and commenced and completed 
in the numerical order in which they are arranged; in this way slave 
labor,can: be employed te great adyantages. During the sufnmer and fall 

season, ‘the slaves could be employed on the water courses, and in the 
winter, on the toads constructing’ bridges, causeways, &&c. Your com- 

mittee would recommend the organization of a board “of Intetnal Im- 
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provement to vonsist of the officers of the government, who should. have 
a general superintendence and direction of the work to becarried om by the 
javes—that one supervisor should be appointed with a competent salary, 
„hose duty it should be to superintend and carry into effect the directions 
of the board, and report to them annually or semi-annually, as the case 
may be, and the board to the Legislature annually in each and every year. 
To constitute a board, your committee deem it expedient to borrow 
money, and as the system can be carried into effect better and with more 
economy to the State by providing a large sum, they have recommended _ 
the amount to be placed at $300,000; and should this Legislature duly 
progress as to the obtainment of the loan, it is confidently believed that 
tle next session of the General Assembly will feel it their duty to per- 
fect the plan and carry it into full and complete operation, 

In conclusion, your committee would beg leave to state that they con- 
sider the estimate of the commissioners for carrying into effect the ob- 
jects contemplated, considerably under what may be looked upon as the 
tue amount; but it goes far to show that the practicability of having .our 
ivers greatly improved at comparatively a trifling cost. The estimate of 
he committee would be $100,000 in the place of but little more than 
sixty thousand; compared, however, with the soli advantages rendered 
the people of the State, which benefits would extend to our children’s 
children, even that sum would beinconsiderable. All which is respectfully 
submitted.

Mr. New, from tke committee ‘to whom was referred so much of the 
Governor’s message as relates to the subject of education,. with accompa- 
nying documents, made the following report, viz: 

The committee'to whom was referred so much of the Governor’s meg- 
sage as relates to the subject of education, with' accompanying documents, 
have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to report :— 

Your committee would beg leave to remark, that the documents referred 
to them, were directed by the House tobe printed, and from the. volymi- 
nous natare of the papers, it has only been very recently that the committee 
have obtained possession of them; which will account for their being so 
tardy in making this report. l 

A resolution passed the General Assembly at their last session, authoriz- 
ing the Governor to appoint three suitable persons, citizens of this State, 
whose duty it shall be to inquire into all the means and resources of this 
State, which may or can be applied to the purposes ofa general system of 
education therein ; and it shall be the duty of said commissioners or agents, 
to make a report thereof to the next' session of the General Assembly—that 
the aforesaid agents be, and they are hereby vested with fall power and au- 
thority to confer with the Trustees of Jefferson College, and ascertain as 
far es practicable, the real situation of said,;College, together with their 
prospects of future usefulness, and whether it be practicable, and if so, on 
what terms, the Trustees might deem it expedient to surrender the charter 
of said College to the State, and report their conference with said Trustees, 
at the next session of the General Assembly. 

In compliance with the above resolution, his Excellency appointed 
Messrs. Vandorn, Dowsing and McNabb. Those gentlemen in obedience 
to the appointment, have submitted a full, able and comprehensive report, 
on the.subject of a general system of education to be adopted throughout 
the State; as'also their correspondence with the Trustees of the Jefferson 
College. 

In taking a view of the suggestions offered by the agents for the consid- 
eration of this Legislature, your committee were pleased with some of the 
leading features of the system; more particularly that part which directs 
the attention of the State to the establishment of Primary Schools through- 
out every part of it. On this branch of the subject, the views of the agents 
met the approbation and accorded fully with the sentiments of the com- 
mittee; inasrhuch as the great object and policy of the government should 
be, to bring within the reach of the most humble and indigent citizen, the 
means of obtaining the clementary principles of education—as les:ening 
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the wide gap between the educated and the ignorant, and as placing it ‘iy 
the power of all to become acquainted, and consequently to appreciate 
the ughts, privileges and blessings, of an American citizen, f 

With respect to schools of a higher grade, (viz.) Academies, to effectu. 
ate a general and complete system, your committee would observe, that | 
the number recommended is too few to accomplish the objects contem. | 
plated, Those institutions should be as near the reach of pupils (who are | 
qualified, and have evinced a capacity and qualifications for higher attain. | 
ments from the primary schools,) as possible, On this part of the subject, 
your committee accord most fully with the views which have been so lu. 
cidly portrayed on this floor during the present session by the gentleman | 
from Claiborne; and the time may yet arrive when the State, from her | 
general intellectual improvement, may find it perfectly accordant with her | 

interest to adopt, in extenso, the system offered by that gentleman. 

With regard to the third point at which the agents arrive, the committee | 
have nothing to object though perhaps the same objection might be al-| 
leged to there being only one College, that was offered with regard to the | 

ucity of Academies, In a general and well regulated system; the grades | 
should not be at so immeasurable a distance—in a community like ours, | 
we rise step by step, and where the distance is so great between the Col- | 
lege placed almost on a level with the ground, and the lofty edifice placed 
on some elevated spot, few, very few, can arrive at the pinnacle. 

With regard to the means of carrying into effect the system laid down 
by the agents, the committee do not accord with them; although they look 
upon education as one of the primary objects of the government, and should 
never be lost sight of; yet, in the present state of our finances, and the va- 
-rious.and other imperious demands which, must necessarily be made on 
the Treasury, they do not think it advisable to throw the whole surplusof 
the Treasury into that channel, in as much as there is no tax that canbe 
imposed, that would meet, with such decided approbation, as one imposed 
for literary purposes—particularly where itis general and uniform. When 
therefore, there is so little difficulty in raising a fund from other sources, 
your committee do not deem it necessary or expedient to apply the unap- 
propriated balance in the Treasury at this time to that object—measures 
are also in progress from which may be expected great assistance for that 
and other purposes of domestic policy. 

From the correspondence with the Trustees of Jefferson College, sub- 
mitted by the agents, it would seem that that institution is about to tise 
liké a phoenix from its ashes, and become, as was anticipated at its incorpo- 
ration, a source of great benefit to the State; more particularly should the 
State think proper to extend to it that aid and assistance, which from every 
consideration of liberality and policy, should be manifested for an institu- 
tion that will remunerate its citizens a thousand fold. 

Upon mature consideration and a view of the whole ground, your com- 
mittee are of opinion that under existing circumstances, this legislature 
cannot adopt a wiser or more salutary policy, than to revive the Literary 
Fund law, passed in 1824 —as laying a better foundation (as being more 

general and uniform in its operations,) whereby the future Legislator and 
Statesman can superstruct; than any system which has been proposed, 0 
which has suggested itself to the minds of yourconimittee. By a slight 
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alteration of that law, funds can be raised, and that progressively, to any 
amount; and as your committee think, without being in the slightest de- 
gree oppressive; and as operating uniformly throughout every portion of 
he community. The great advantages which the system here. recom- 
mended holds out, is that it lays the foundation, by raising the means of 
hereafter adopting and perfecting a more extended and general system, 
‘ sommensurate with the importance, dignity and elevated character of the 
State. All of which is respectfully submitted.

Str—By a resolution of the board of Trustees of the Mississippi 
Academy, dated the 19th of March last, the undersigned were appointed - 
a committee to return thanks to the Legislature for the kind indulgence 
which that honorable body has extended to this Academy in the lodn of 
$5000, as well as for the liberal grant of the nett rents of the seminary 
lands for the term of five years, from thefirst of January, 1825, to the 
first of January, 1830; also, to procure, at the expense of the institu- 
tion, two plain neat frames, in each of which to place a list of the names 
of donors to this Academy, exhibiting the amount and kind of dona- 
tion made by each donor; one to be suspended in the Academy for public 
view, and the other presented to the Legislature. : 

The trustees pledge their faithful exertions to foster thé’ institution so 
as to reet the valuable purposes for which it was intended, The com- 
mittee cannot at present report as to the expenses incurred for the build- 
ings, furniture, &c. but hope it may suffice to say, that, the brick work of 
a neat one story house, 24 by 40 feet, is completed for the female depart- 
ment, and the body of the teachers house, 32 by 36, two stories high, also 
of brick is nearly completed. A contract for building a Stewart’s house 
was entered into, but owing to the unfavorable season for making brick 
last summer, it cannot be erected until next season. It was intended that 
the buildings should have been completed by this time, but the committee 
have to’regret that the wishes of the Trustees in this respect, could not be 
complied with. The Legislature, itis believed, are informed as to the 
edifice heretofore erected chiefly by means of individual munificence and 
solicitudo, to promote the blessings of education in this new and interest- 
ing part of the State, immediately in the vicinity of the Seat of Govern- 
ment, nS 

The Academic edifice'is 39 by 50° feet,.made of durable materials, 
well put together. The walls of the lower story are 18 inches in thick- 
ness, and those of the upper story 13 inches in thickness, with four 
handsome rooms, having two fire places in each. The necessary seats 
and tables are furnished for two of the rooms, but mathematical instru- 
ments, standard books, maps, &c. almost indispensable in studying the 
common and most useful branches of science, can not be obtained with- 

out exhausting the funds of the institution. It isa pleasing part of ,out 
remarks, however, to state that the numberand respectability of thestudenits 
‘so far, have equalled the expectations of the immediate friends of the | 
school, and it would be gratifying to the Trustees to have it in their 
power tolower the price of tuition; but teachers of the best qualifications 
are not obtainable at reduced wages, and'it would, perhaps; be bad policy 
to dispense with their services for others less qualified, to teach in a so- $ 
ciety respectable and able to bear the expense as are the citizens of this f 
State, generally; where the necessaries of life are easier obtained than 


they are in the more northern regions of our country, in which learning, 
both necessary and ornamental, is much more common than either is 
here, and is-believed to be essential to the existence of a republican 
form of goyernment. 

Permit us sir, in the name of the Trustees of the Mississippi Academy, 
vespectfuly. to present, through your hands, to the honorable Legislature 
the accompanying guilt frame, as a memorial of respect entertained for 
that honorable body, andas an act of justice towards the liberal sup- 
porters of education.

Because the tendency of the charter is to cause the real estate of 
the country to fall into mortmain and consequently check improvement 
and produce general dilapidation. 

5th. Because it will produce migratory habits in ‘the yeomanry of the 
eountry, and ultimately drive them to the necessity of abandoning their 
homes and seeking refuge rom debt and ruin‘ip: the forests:beyond out 
borders. 

6th. It encourages fraud by enabling the débtor to avoid the payment 
of just demands due individuals. 

7, Because the organization of the directory is unconstitysional. 

8th; Because it, vests in the Executive, a dangerous power, capable of 
being wielded as an engine, to advance the aahaly purposes of ambinon 
and avarice.
